1. EMBOFF WHO HAS HAD OCCASION DURING LAST TWO WEEKS TO MEET 
WITH STAFF MEMBERS ARGENTINE SENATE FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
AND VARIOUS DEPUTIES AND SENATORS, INCLUDING PRESIDENT OF UCR 
BLOC IN CHAMBER, REPORTS THAT WITHOUT EXCEPTION THEIR ATTITUDE 
HAS BEEN THAT AFFAIR OF U.S. MEMORANDA IS OVER AND VIRTUALLY 
FORGOTTEN. ONE STAFF MEMBER OF FOREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
COMMENTED: "NO ONE TOOK IT VERY SERIOUSLY. WE KNEW IT WAS NOT
